The  most  important  aspect  in  cheerlead- 
ing is  safety.  "We  try  to  stress  the  impor- 
tance of  spotting  and  safety.  Everyone  must 
remain  quiet  during  a  stunt  so  that  every- 
one can  concentrate,  "  said  Jackie  Badgett,  a 
first-year  cheerleader.
